HAMPTON COURT. 
Storie of the Haunted English Reyal 
Palace. . 

Tales of uncanuy happenings cling te 
old Hampton court, the Buglish royal 
palace on the Thames built by Cardinal 
Wolsey, Not long ago a policeman as 
werted that he saw a ghostly funeral 
Processicn there, The London Chronicle 
remarks “The most definite of these 
old stories concerne Mistress Sibel 
Penn, wh was Madward V1L's nurse and 
died at the palace in 1502. She was 
buried in Hampton chureh, and a 
monument was erected which waa Ir 
reverently destroyed when the old 
church was pulled down in 1829, Soon 
after this strange noises as of a woman 
working a spinning wheel were beard 
through \the wall of one of the rooms 
in the southwest wing of the palace, 
When search was made by the office of 
works an ancient chamber was dis 
covered in which an antique spinning 
wheel waa found, the old oak planks 
being worn away where the treadle 
struck the floor, After thie Mra, Penn's 
ghost ia sald to have appeared to many 
occupants of the palace; but, according 
to Law, the historian of Hampton 
court, ashe has not been seen since 18%, 
when her tall, gaunt form, dressed in 
a long gray robe, nearly frightened a 
young soldier to death, 

“Another well accredited story relates 
how a certain lady of tithe who lived on 
the west side of the Fountain court tn 
1870 was frequently conscious of the 
presence in her room of two inviaib 
beings, and she was greatly disturbed 
by the mysterious sounds that emanat-| 
od from various quarters of ber apart. 
ments, She addressed a formal com- 
plaint to the lord chamberlain, This

Now the Goal of Inventors.

Prizes aggregating many thousands PAINTING DISCOVERED IN OLD 


vf dolinrs for the protuction of a dying 
machine of the ‘heavier than alr” va 
ety, offered by English and French 
euthusiusts, have caused great activity 
finong would be inventors, and some 
of the most prominent aeronautic ex. 
perts predict that the year Just begun 
will be marked by remarkable ad- 
vances In the selence and practice of 
ferial flight. To the gasoline engine 
and to the extraordinary mechanical 
progress made tn automobilism is due 
the hope that something definite and 
worthy may be achieved by those who 
seek to solve the problem of aerial trav. 
eling. 

The ordinary balloon, it is agreea, 
has little practical value save as an ex- 
citing form of sport and for purposes 
of observation in calm weather. In 
anything like a stiff breeze it is the 
sport of the winds and quite useless 
from a practical point of view. Better 
things are said of the cigar shaped con- 
trivances utilizing both the gas bag 
and the gasoline engine. Six years ago 
Santos-Dumont was able to steer an 
airship of this kind around the Eiffel 
tower, running with and against the 
wind. Since that time hundreds of 
similar steerable balloons have been 
built in France until today they are 
nearly as common as the spherical gas 
bag. Nevertheless it is fealized that 
these are far from representing a solv- 
tion of the problem of practical naviga- 
tion of the alr, They have, in fact, 
only stimulated the desire for some- 
thing that will represent a radical tim- 
provement, such as the successful 
“heavier than alr’ vessel would be. 
The latter would mean, naturally, a dir- 
igible vessel which could be driven in 
any kind of weather and In any de- 
sired direction. A fortune in prizes al- 
ready awalts the inventor of such a 
vessel, to say nothing of the monetary 
return in a business way, Two prizes 
of $50,000 each, one in England, the 
other in France, await the inventor of 
the successful aeroplane. 

The mechanical difficulties in the 
way of producing a perfectly dirigibie 
olrship aro immense because of the 
humber of contingencies that must be 
provided for in traveling through such 
a4 mobile and treacherous element as 
the alr. Machinery that can be de- 
pended on not to fall and precipitate 
the “heavier than alr’ machine to the 
earth is the most necessary qualitica 
tion, but this can be provided, it ts 
known, If the method of propulsion 
can be invented, The screw propeller 
idea is by no means ideal because of 
its great bulk, its poor lifting power 
and its enormous waste of energy. / 
flapping propeller, moving from side t 
side, seoma to give promise, but man) 
sound thinkers favor an approximation 
to the bird method of Might, though 
serious difficulties He in the way of 
converting circular motion derived 
from a motor into the complicated and 
various motions performed by the 
wings of a bird, Even if such motion 
could be approximated by mechanic 
means great skill would be required in 
directing the controiling mechantem, 
an the constantly changing aerial con 
ditions would have to be instinctively 
provided against, 

Toy models working after the man 
ner of a bird's wings have successfully 
traveled a few yards, but have failed 
of success when enlarged to any ex- 
tent. That the alr ta a region tn 
whieh man can travel has been proved, 
however, and that under conditions he 
can sall or fy through it by the ald of 
mechanical power has also been dem 
onstrated, but many years are likely 
to elapae before any practical method 
of serial navigation can be attained 
It la a problem that will not be solved 
hurriedly, but that a solution will come 
eventually is pow almost a settled con- 
victlon with students of aeronautics, 
and the incentives offered abroad with 
in the past few months give the hope 
that great progress, if not actual 
achievement, will mark the current 
sear.—New York Sun,

INN SAID TO BE OF AUTHOR. 


Portrait For Years Has Hung In Vil. 
lage Hostelry Declared By Visitor 
to Be Immortal Bard, Made When 
He Was a Youth—Bears Date of 


1688—Pose Similar to That In | 
“Welcombe.” 
Great interest has been aroused by 


the discovery of what may turn out 
to be the earliest known portrait of 
Shakespeare, For many years it hung 
among a collection of sporting prints 
in the bar parlor of the Bridgewater 
Arms, an inn in the village of Win- 
ston, near Darlington. No special val- 
ve was attached to it until a stranger, 
who knew something about old pic- 
tures, chanced to see it 

He noticed its strong resemblance 
ty other suppowed authentic portraits 
of Shakespeare painted when he had 
reached a more mature age. He said 
that it might be a pertrait of the im- 
mortal bard, In the mouth of rumor 
the “might be’ beeame “was.” 

M. H. Spielmann, the famous art 
critic, now engaged in preparing a 
volume on Shakespeare portraits, 
heard of it, and wrote to the Misses 
[ udgate—two maiden sisters who con- 
dct the inn—asking them for a 
etiam. ae ag of the portrait and its 
=i as far as they were acquainted 
with it. Mr. Spielmann, who is dis 
jue of the claima of scores of al- 
«ged Shakespeare portraits, has not 
yet been able to devote that attention 
ts the latest discovery to determine

MONEY IN HOGS. 


Breeding of Pigs a Profitable Experi. 
ment if Worked Properly. 


At present there is money in hogs. 
Sometimes we get more money into 
them than we know how to get out. 
The raising of hogs, like every other 
industry, requires brains—not in the 
hog, for that isn’t necessary, but in 
the man. Of course there are educat- 
ed hogs. We often see them in the 
railway cars Les two full seats, 
while other people are crowded two 
in a seat. There is often money in this 
kind of pork, but the only way you 
could get it would be to steal it. 

You cannot expect to make money 
on hogs’ if you start into the business 
every time hogs get searce and pork 
high and drop out when hogs are 
ae and pork dewn. Poe beee 

nows this without being told, but 
the trouble is to know just when to 
flop, and we all flop at once. The con- 
sequence is, the packers buy our hogs 
when pork is down and when we go 
out of business and the price of pork 
foes ss they sell it to us for a big

When Hogs Are Cheap. 


Yes, there is money in hog raising, 
even now, for the man who gets into 
the business when hogs are cheap and 
who lets up a little when they get 
cheap again and who has hogs to sell 
when prices are high; but there ought 
to be money in raising hogs at any 
time, and it ought not to require a 
prophet to tell when the time comes

We could 
know just how many hogs there were 
at any time and could regulite our 
herd neccordingly. We ought not to 
overstock the market one year and 
run short the next, because we lose 
money by so doing and the consumer 
is taxed a half more on account of it 
oan middle men who buy for specu- 
lation. 


Get Good Ones. 
If you are going to raise hogs, get 
ones, It does not cost as much 
feed the best aa it does to feed the 
poorest, and the best will pay you dol- 
lars where the poor one will pay 
dimes—but in order to make him pa 
best you must feed him well. He will 
eat a heap of staff that would other- 
wise go to waste, but don’t limit him 
to that. He likes pie, but if you are 
foine to feed him on pies you must 
bake a big bateh of them. A pig was 
put up for an eating machine and 
should be run at fall capacity until 
he in a hog, and then killed before he 
has time to stop growing. Don't get 
the growing pig too fat, though, or 
he will not grow so fast. Give him all 
the food he will eat but of the kind 

that will not fatten him.

WHITE PINE. 


Undoubtedly the Best Tree For Plant- 
ing In Ontario. 


«White pine is undoubtedly the tree 
to be preferred above all others for 
planting in Ontario, It is a wood so 
generally useful and so sreree to 
woodworkers of almost all kinds that 
a ready market will always be aseur- 
ed for it. 

Unfortunately white pine trees suit- 
able for forest planting are not yet 
grown in large quantities by nursery- 
men in this country. This is eT 
due to the high price of seed, whic! 
at present sells at two to two and a 
half dollars per pound, and is often 
more expensive. In many cases, in- 
deed, it has been found cheaper to 
import the seedlings directly from 
Germany than to gd them here, 

Two year old white pine seedlings 
are found very satisfactory for plant 


in 

Five feet apart each way is the dis- 
tance at whch are most often 
placed; i. @., five feet apart in the 
rows, and the rows five feet apart 


‘Fouf feet apart each way might do 


even better, but would uire over 
50 per cent. more trees. Often the 
white pine seedlings are put only 
every other tree; the other places are 
filled with hard maple, on good soil 
or with red oak on pocrer soil. Both 
are cheaper trees which may eventual 


ly _be removed. 
The white pine is accommodat 
ing in regard to soile; it will grow on 


sticky clays or on barrens or 
on soils intermediate between these 
Naturally it is best developed on good 
ticultural soil, Under very favor 
able conditions, in plantations, it 
may, from ite eighth year till about 
ite fifteenth or sixteenth year grow 
three feet per yt In the forest a 
yearly growth of twelve to fifteen in 
shes in height may be reckoned on 
From forty to fifty years is the lenst 
time that can be allowed white pine 
trees in order to enable them to at 
tain a good size; and, in order to give 
them a chance to do their best, Prents 
years more should be allowed them 
On average forest soil the white pine 
will make, on the average, one cord of 
wood per year; on good agricultural 
soil one and a half cords or more wil! 
produced annually,

Methods of cultivation are becom 
ing better understood, Not long ago, 
corn-growers plowed their corn two 
or three times and laid it by. And 
they plowed it too, using two big 
shovels to the gang and sending them 
down to the beam, Now, the custom 
of the best corn-growers is to give 
the corn a light cultivation with the 
harrow first; then if the soil has be 
come compacted by heavy rains as 
often happens, it is given one deep 
cultivation resembling the plowing 
that used to be given, This deep cul- 
tivation admits air to the soil, whieh 
is necessary, and does not disturb tw 
corn roots because they have not yet 
developed between the rows 

Later cultivations are uniformly 
shallow, the second and third with a 
riding cultivator, which kills weeds 
Sea Tosnens the surface only to a 
depth of one to three inches, After 
the corn is too high to straddle, some 
implement that will cultivate the 
y between two rows is used. All 

at is desired is to keep the surface 
loose down to a depth of one to three 
inches. Cultivation is often continued 
until the corn is practically matured 

There are sound reasons for this 
practise, Compact soil loses moisture 
rapidly because the capillary action 
is unbroken and moisture comes up 
to the surface to supply evaporation, 

A layer of loose soil on Wp pre- 
vents this loss of moisture and saves 
it for the use of the crop, Lf the soil 
is loosened to a depth of six inches, 
it dries out to that depth and the 
roots are broken by this deep cultiva- 
tion, The nearer a crop approaches 
maturity, the more water is used by 
the plant and its only supply of wa- 
ter is in the soil, Shallow cultivation 
up to this time prevents loss of water 
from the surface of the soil, 

The same general principles apply 
to all cultivated erops. Cotton and 

tato-growers are doing less plow- 
_ and more cultivating and are get 
ting better returns, The purpose «f 
cultivation is to save water for the 
use of the crop that is growing.

- ANCIENT ATHENS. 


Banqueting In the Grecian City In the 
Time of Plato. 

In Professor T. G. Tucker's “Life In 
Ancient Athens” the author gives this 
as a picture of a typical banquet in 
that city in the time of Plato: “When 
all are in place the servants come 
round with a vessel, from which they 
pour water over the hands of the 
guests. There are brought in small 
tables, light and ornamental, one of 
which is set down before each couch 
for two persons, and on these are 
placed the several dishes as they come 
in order, The tables are lower than 
the couches, so that the right hand 
ean reach down easily to them. Knives 
and forks there are none, The food is 
taken up with the fingers. It is true 
that In dealing with very soft foods 
or gravies or In extracting things 
from shells spoons were not unknown, 
but usually the fingers were assisted 
by pleces of brew hollowed out for 
the purpose. It is clear that there was, 
plenty of room for neatness and daintl-| 
ness in handling food, and it was no 
small advantage to have fingers not 
too sensitive.

ABOUT THE CUCKOO. 


Female Does Not Lay ite Egge in 
Nests of Other Birds. 

A popular fallacy ts that the cuckoo 
lays eggs in avother bird's nest, this 
conclusion being drawn from the fact 
that these eggs bave been found in the 
nest of the wood thrushes, the robin 
and other birds, says the Chicagy 
News, The real fact ls that the cuckoo 
mother lays her eggs on the ground, 
and then ber gallant male friends gath- 
er them up one by ove and deposit 


| them in different nests, In the spring 


of the year the male cuckoo appears 
first, but never makes his presence 
known by any sound, These male 
birds explore the field assiduously and 


| locate every new nest that ty being 


constructed In the vicinity, When the 
female birds arrive, everything ts ar- 
ranged for their reception, 

Usually there are seven or eight 
male cuckoos to three females, but 
they never quarrel over this dispropor: 
tlon of the sexes, As soon as the fe- 
male arrives she lays ber eggs on the 
ground, and then each male takes an 
ege io bie bill and deposits it In a 
nest selected beforehand, One egg tu 
4 nest is all, and if one is already 
there the cuckoo will go to another, 

The cuckoo ege has the faculty of 
hatching out earlier than most others, 
and the deluded foster mother soon 
finds a big, clamorous youngster In her 
nest, while her true eggs are grdduat- 
ly forced out of the nest by the Inter- 
loper. 

Whet Red Coral Is. 

The red coral that is used for neck: 
laces Ils a horny axis which supports a 
number of soft bodied coral-like anl- 
mals, or polyps, the entire structure 
bearing a strong resemblance to a 
small shrub, The fabermen, after they 
have brought this shrublike colony to 
the surface, clean the soft animal mat- 
ter away, preserving the red core, or 
axis, which is sold as jewelry, Al-

© te Best to Examine Clothes Going: 
to Wash. 

| Accumulations in pockets should be 

‘looked for. Tobacco allowed to rematn

All pins should be carefully removed 
before clothes are sent to the laundry. 
Failure to do this may quite easily 
bring about blood poisoning, from 
| which fatal consequences are not In- 
| frequent, 

Hooks should always be rust proof, 
or the blouse or other article upon 
which they are sewed is quite likely to 
be spoiled, , 

Many delicately tinted and daintily 
trimmed blouses, usually sent to a 
cleaner, can be lnundered to perfec: 
tion, but it behooves the customer to 
tinderstand that in such cases the tron- 
era who take this dificult and tedious | 
work In band require proper compen: 
sation, 

If stains cansed by tea and coffee, 
wine, ete, are to be removed, it Is al- 
ways best to mention this fact in the 
book, for no self respecting laundry 
tises chemicals unless enecially asked 
to do so. The needful process will be 
undertaken at the customer's own risk 
only. 

Lace curtains ought never to be kept 
up til very dirty. If sent after long 
erposure to strong sunlight, it is quite 
likely that they will almost fall to 
pleces when starched, 

Nor should needfal mending be for- 
gotten, for it is inconsiderate to eend a 
tattered garment to the laundry and 
expect It to be returned In no worse 
condition, . 

One of the sorter’s principal duties ts 
to note with a line of colored cotton 
every tear and bole, but after a little 
thought it Is olwions that this task can 
only be superficially carried out in the 
press of business.
